In the racing of 1914 the horses running in the colors of G. A. Cochran won a total of $5,505. Thin 
I rear t hey more than tripled that sum. Something of a newcomer to the turf, Mr. Cochran’s stable was 
mostly one of two-year-olds and, having Ixioght many well-bred yearlings, it is evident that he is lient on 
widening his standing as an owner with a well-equipped stable of young horses. His liest winner this year 
the fast Sain filly, Pleioue, and a good one she was. The Disguise colt. Prince of Como, showed more 
than average excellence in his racing, while Feminist and Hands Off held out hope for the future. The 
four-year-old, Figlnny. and the three-year-old. Royal Martyr, were the patriarchs of Ids stable and are at 
least* good enough to serve as schoolmasters for his youngsters. His stable record was:

El Paso, Tex.. December 10. — The Jnarez track 
was l»ack to its normally fast condition today ami 
there was a corTesjx aiding improvement in the rac- 
ing. A handicap at three-quarters of a mile had 
the plare of honor on tin* program and was con- 
tested by a small hat select hand of sprinters. It 
r«*sulted in the easiest kind of a victory for Jeffer- 
son Livingston’s Othello, which outclassed his op- 
(Ntsition and had no trouble in making the weight 
concessions demanded of him. He had a margin 
of several lengths at all times and just cantered 
along in front to win as his rider pleased. Brook- 
lield came at the end with a rush to dispose of 
Carrie Or me for second money. 

The allowance race for two-year-olds with which 
the afternoon's proceedings began enabled Bank to 
graduate from tile maiden class. Bank luid raced 
disappointingly in two pre<*eding starts, hut was 
again liackixl with <-onfidencc as the favorite of 
the race. He won in a way that left no doubt of 
his superiority. She’ll Do was secornl and Circulate, 
which had easily beaten Bank when he last started, 
was third. 

Another maiden was successful in the second 
raee. when Tillotson got h<*me in advance of a 
mediocre hand, with High Street and Katharine G. 
in closest attendance. 

Eastman never gave his hackers the least bit 
of <*onet*rn in the third, for he made every post 
a winning one with a goodly margin at all points. 
Henry Walhank ami Petit Illcu were in closest 
pursuit from start to finish. 

The fifth produced a rattling good finish be- 
lw«*en Delaney and Ohlsmohile. The former set the 
pace and held a lead of several lengths at one part 
of the running, hut was tiring at the end and suc- 
ceeded in Iteating Oldsuiohile only by a neck. 

Curlicue made g«*od for tlie talent in the closing 
dash, although hard pressed at the fiuisli hy Mar- 
jorie D. The latter might have won hut for becom- 
ing iuvolved in several jams in the early racing.

THE KIND OF A HORSE ST. SIMON WAS. 



He was bred by Prince Battbyany. hut never car 
Tied the handsome and popular green jacket, for the 
lattice dropped dead on the Jockey Club steps while 
awaiting the start for the Two Thousand Guineas 
in which Galliard. also a son of the great horse 
Galopiu, was com-erned. and the excitement was too 
much f.r him. St. Simon at the time was a two- 
year-old and had not yet run in public. With the 
rest of the prince’ s liorses, among them Fulmen. 
which fetched 5.000 guineas and ultimately won tic* 
Lincolnshire Handicap for Mr. R. C. Naylor, of 
Macaroni fame. St. Simon was sent up for sale 
during the First July meeting and after some 
spirited bidding lM*tween Matthew Dawson and Sir 
J. Blundell Maple lie was knocked down to the 
former, acting on behalf of the Duke of Portland, 
for 1.66U guineas, the cheapest horse, as it turned 
out. ever sold, and presumably Matthew had l*een 
advised as to his merit hy his brother John, who had 
trained him up to that time. Peck, who was then 
chief adviser to Sir Blundell Maple, tried hard to 
|M*rsuade him to go on. but failed, and he only r? 
gretted it once and that was ever afterward. 

All his engagements becoming void, fresh liabil- 
ities had to lie incurred ami the duke, a new corner 
on the turf, struck a tremendous vein of lurk 
straightaway, hut he never had a horse to compare 
with “the Saint,” Ayrshire. Donovan, Memoir, 
Sc ini cola. Amiable. Mrs. Butterwick and La Roche 
notwithstanding. St. Simon made his first appear- 
ance at <; *od wood, whore, hacked against the field, 
lie simply romped away with the Haluakcr Stakes, 
and on the following day won a Maiden Plate with 
equal ease. Next he came out for the Devonshire 
Nursery, over which there was some heavy gambling 
in connection with Archer — not the jockey, hut a 
horse of that name — for “the Tinman” was on St. 
Siuiou, which gave him 17 ixiunds and a hollow 
lx*at ing. With 126 |xmnds on his hack he started 
at 11 to 8 in a field of twenty-one for the mile 
Prince of Wales Nursery at Doncaster and came 
home alone eight lengths in front of his stable 
companion. Iambic, and if there had lieen any lin- 
gering doubt as to his super-excellence it was ef- 
fectually disjHdled by this extraordinary i»erforin- 
ain-c The Duke of Westminster had a good two- 
ye*i-H»ld at the time in Duke of Richmond, known as 
Busliey when lie won the Richmond Stakes at Good- 
wood. after which lie was renamed. A really sjKirt 
ing match was made tietwcen the trio for a 
’•monkey” aside, Bretby Stakes Course, hut the odds 
laid on St. Simon were never in doubt ami he again 
won in a canter, though hy three-quarters of a 
leiigth only. He retired to winter quarters acknow- 
ledged as the lx*st two-year-old of the year. 

It is safe to assert that Scot Fret* would not 
have won the Two Thousand Guineas. Harvester 
would not have divided the Iierhy with St. Gatien, 
nor would Lambkin have won the St. I**ger had lie 
»x*cn oil tlie stage in either s«*enc. After a public 
trial with Tristan. St. Simon was allowed to walk 
over for the Epsom Gold Cup. and the wisdom of 
abstention was proved shortly afterwards when, 
earning two pounds overweight, he sailed home 
twenty lengths in front of Mr. Lefevre’s good horse 
,,, r Ascot Cup. This was as tine a performance 
mTWs ever was seen for the royal tro|ihy. and its merit 
enhanced when on the following day Tristan 
easily accounted f*T Waterford. Harvester and 
«Jiii(klime for the Hardwicke Stakes, a race which 
tin- son of Hermit won three years in succession. 
St Simon travelled all the way to Newcastle to lose 
Chislehurst in * single-handed bout for the Gosfortli 
Gold Cup and his remarkable racing carrer terminat- 
ed with another striking performance when he fin- 
ished twenty lengths in advance of the St Leger 
winner Ossian. for the Go<k1wo<h1 Cup. \es, he was 
a phenomenal horse, and he would he a bold man 
who would declare a preference f<*r him or Ormonde 
as far as racing merit was concerned. In apfiearancc 
the two champions presented a striking contrast.

George J. Long’s older herses of 1915 were net of much account in racing and it was reserved for his 
two-year-olds to earn for his stable such measure of success as fell to its ixirtion. In view of the fact 
that his stable earnings were almost double of those of 1914. it is probable that he was not discontented 
with what his youngsters did for him. albeit there was no star in their number. Rochester, Black Beauty, 
Kathleen and Dolina. between them, accounted for the bulk of the total won, Raoul being the only other 
that won as much as $1,(MX». The master of Bashford Manor has been accustomed to having good horses 
of his own brewing in action and it is about time for him to introduce another like Free Lance. It would 
he pleasant to see something of the kind occur in 1916. The stable record was as follows:

for although both stood over sixteen hands, St 
Simon, which was by Galopin. like all the breed 
showed the perfection of quality, while Ormonde 
was a horse of massive frame, with abnormal power 
behind tlie saddle up to 225 pounds with hounds. 
As regards tlieir careers at the stud there was no 
comparison, for whereas the Bend Or horse made 
lint one big hit, wih Orme out of Angelica. St. 
Simon was resixmsilile for a triple-crowned hero in 
Diamond Jubilee*, a Two Thousand Guineas winner 
in St. Fmsquin. heroines of the One Thousand 
Guineas in Seminola, La Fleche. Amiable and Wini- 
freda. Blue Itiltand champions in tlie brothers Per- 
simmon and Diamond Jubilee, both of which won the 
St. Leger, as did also his daughters. Memoir and 
La Fleclic, after winning the Oaks, in which race 
Mrs. Butterwick, Amiable and La Roclie were all 
three successful. Scores of other winners and 
sires and dams of winners sprang from his loins; 
in fact, he was the most famous horse ever known 
at the stud and his blood i$ distributed and cele- 
brated in every corner of the globe. — “Vigilant” 
in London SiKiftsman. 

SCOPE OF FRENCH RACING NEXT YEAR. 



That permission for tlie resumption of racing in 
the south of France has been given hy the ruling 
governmental authority, lias been made public in 
this country. It is also expected that, unless some 
great disaster befalls the French army, raciug is 
to be allowed over tlie great Paris track. Con- 
cerning the whole matter, the regular Paris corre- 
spondent of London Sportsman wrote recently: 

“Though many French politicians thought it was 
inconsistent to hold race meetings while the coun- 
try was invaded by a relentless foe the govern- 
ment. which does not take its watchword from 
any religious body or pander to the sentimentality 
of any kill-joy, has acted on the warning of M. 
Edmond Blanc, president of the French Breeders 
Syndicate, and averted the ruin threatened by 
the cessation of a favorite sport and the com- 
plete disorganization of a once prosperous national 
industry. In this country men in office consult 
none of the smug-faced wallers whose conscientious 
scruples revolt against the joys and amusements 
of the public. Had France not been under the 
heel of tlie Prussian we should have had racing 
long ago in this country, and we cannot understand 
the restrictions which have been placed on racing 
in England when a further confirmation of the 
understanding lietween the two countries could have 
!x»en given hy a continuation of racing instead of 
a partial resumption in tlie home of racing nud 
sport. Tlie question has been comparatively solved 
in France, for M. Camille Blanc, president of 
the Nice Race Association, is in close touch with 
his colleague of the Lombardy Jockey Club, so 
that it appears certain that next spring we shall 
lx* invited to the re-opening of the Nice meeting 
on tlie coarse washed hy the waters of the Var. 
where, if memory serves aright, Bahilius took his 
first swimming lesson and saved the “hook” of 
his owners. We are told that there is every 

probability of a Paris racing season in 1916 under 
the auspices of the Soeiete d’ Encouragement, and 
should this hope be realized we may look forward 
to a complete resumption of sport, ‘a consumma- 
tion devoutly to he wished,’ for breeders and own- 
ers have been called on to make inordinate sacri- 
fices owing to the duration of the war. 

“Tlie pleasant news of the resumption of racing 
has Iceen confirmed hy those who have interviewed 
the Minister of Agriculture. M. Meline. while Mr. 
Ilenuessy. the owner of Lutteur. deserves honor- 
able mention for the zeal he has shown in bring- 
ing about relief to those who were contemplating 
a general liquidation of their studs and ‘cutting’ 
their losses. M. Camille Blanc has been inter- 
viewed hy the leading Nice journal, the ‘Eclaireur.’ 
and lias explained in detail the endeavors made to 
re-open raee courses, which, according to French 
Rules, arc not the object of any speculation, hut 
simply ordained for the purpose of determining 
the* value of horses for the stud. 11s has placed 
the question before the muinoipipality of Nice, and 
narrated in detail the recent conversation between 
liiinself. as president of the Nice Racing Associa- 
tion. and Count Turati. who holds the same office 
| with the Milan Jockey Club. Count Tnrati has 
expressed, on liehalf of his colleagues, an intention 
to participate in the international gathering at 
Nice, while the French stables at Chantilly and 
Maisons Laffitte are making every preparation for 
an event worthy of being marked with a white 



stone. Notwithstanding the hard times prevailing 
in France and the extensive calls on the financial 
resources of the town of Nice through the numerous 
wounded who have been sent to recuperate in the 
south, the city council has placed the sum of $5,000 
at the disposal of the Race Society, which increases 
to $25,000 the added money for distribution dur- 
ing the cross-country gatherings in January and 
February next. Racing will take place on Sun- 
day and Thursday, and at the commencement of 
the flat racing season fixed for March 15 a second 
series of meetings will be held on the flat, subject 
to the conventions which may be agreed on to give 
sport at Nice a widely international character.” 

DARLEY DALE WINNING RECOGNITION. 

Now that the once numerous band of sons of 
St. Simon at the stud is annually growing smaller 
it is interesting to note that the stock of the re- 
turned exile, Darley Dale (which came back to 
this country in 1914) won many races this year in 
Russia. In the early part of the year six of his 
get among them accounted for twenty-three races 
of a total value of 5,300 pounds. Three of these 
winners were brothers and sister, all being out of 
one mare, Mosquee, and as the youngest of the 
three is a tliree-year-old. it is proof that their 
sire’s stock train on. Darley Dale is a much 
travelled stallion, for in his early days he stood 
in France, and thence migrated to Russia, to go 
back again three or four years ago, to France be- 
fore returning to his native land. Even now he is 
only fourteen. His chief winner in Russia this 
year is the five-year-old horse Demosthen (six races 
value 3,500 sovereigns). As a three-year-old De- 
mosthen won the Russian Derby in a trot for the 
late M. Lazarcff, who bred him out of Mosqnec, 
a daughter of Masque out of a Retreat mare. Him- 
self a winner of the Eclipse Stakes, Darley Dale’s 
breeding is most interesting, for to combine with 
St. Simon in the upper half of his pedigree his 
dam, Ismay. brings in the stout blood of Isonomy. 
in conjunction with that of Hermit and Adelaide, 
by Young Melbourne. He traces back in the fe- 
male line to rare old Maid of Mashman (grandam 
of Peter). — London Sportsman. 

IT WAS PARKINSON YEAR IN IRELAND. 

Features of the Irish racing season just closed 
that are noted by a Dublin commentator are the 
outstanding records of J. J. Parkinson and his son. 
Mr. W. J. Parkinson. The former, in his capacity 
of owner, has won fifty-one races, which is more 
than any other owner: as trainer he has 102 races 
to his credit, a new record for Ireland, while, again 
as trainer, he has had fifty-three winning horses, 
a number considerably in excess of the winning 
charges of any of his colleagues. Then, his son. 
with seventy-three winning rides, has not alone 
come out at the top of the poll amongst the horse- 
men, hut in recording that fine score has left be- 
hind the late achievement of tlie late John Thomp- 
son. who in 1907 piloted fifty-three winners, a 
record which has stood until now. 



WEST AUSTRALIAN REGULATIONS. 

Tlie report of the joint committee of the two 
Houses of Parliament in West Australia on the 
regulation of racing in that state includes a recom- 
mendation that three-quarters should be the mini- 
mum distance for two-year-old stakes, and that 
there should he at least one mile and a quarter 
race for older horses at each meeting. All street 
betting is to he prohibited and all bookmakers on 
race courses, only the totalizator being legalized. 
It is also recommended that the sweeps conducted 
in Tasmania be barred from doing business in West 
Australia, which is to have six sweeps of its own 
on racing events, the yearly profits to be devoted 
to improving the breed of horses, h.v subsidizing 
sires and increasing the values of purses.

Retired for a Time Also. 



New Orleans, La., December 10. — Many more 
tnrfmen and followers of the sport have joined 
the racing colony hero during the past few days. 
They include some noted layers who prefer bask- 
ing in the sunshine here rather than facing the 
rigors of winter in the north. Only a few stables 
remain to come here, the more pretentions absent- 
ees being the strings of Dr. J. S. Tyree and K. F. 
Carman. Both sent word that they would ship 
their horses here early next week. Accommoda- 
tions have also been found for sixteen yearlings 
that II. i>. Comstock will bring from California. 

There will be about 150 two-year-olds at the 
Fair Grounds for the racing for that age. 

Ed Crump, the star of J. W. Schorr’s stable, is 
teinjiorarily out of training, dne to having picked 
up a nail shortly after his arrival. It was feared 
for a time that the mishap might lie attended with 
serious effects, hut no ^implications resulted and he 
will lie in g«xxl condition again shortly, accord- 
ing to trainer John F. Scliorr. 

Another crack that is out of commission for the 
present is Emil Ilerz’s English-bred Short Grass. 
He had a strong blister applied to his forelegs and 
will Ik* in retirement for a while. 

Some of the racing crowd now here will depart 
tomorrow hy steamer for Havana to be in attend- 
ance at the ojiening of Oriental Park. Among those 
who will go to the Cuban capital are James Arthur 
and Hart Dernham. 

C. R. Ellison arrived today and will remain until 
after the racing ends. 

NEW YORK OPINION OF THE NEW RULE. 

New York, December 10. — Among horsemen wint- 
ering in New York the opinion is almost unanimous, 
that the new two-year-old rule passed by the 
Jockey Club yesterday will aid the improvement 
of the thoroughbred . The only objections *ome 
from the ranks of owners having what are regarded 
as cheap horses in January and which later develop 
into good horses. 

“It will give us no chance to sell them if they 
should happen to turn out desirable racers,” said 
one man. 

Frank J. Bryan could think of only two horses 
that had lived up to their January form. May 
Hempstead and Horace E.. out of the thousands 
started, some of which might have proved except- 
ionally good, had their usefulness not lieen hamp- 
ered by early racing. “There is no telling how 
many good horses have been ruined by early rac- 
ing.” said Mr. Bryan. “The new rule will cer- 
tainly do some good.” 

Mr. Bryan’s sentiments were identical with 
those of many others. The rule will not stop two- 
year-old racing on winter tracks, but it will tend 
to make an owner think twice, liefore entering a 
horse which gives promise of better things, at a 
winter meeting. In other words it will cause own- 
ers to defer showing what is presumably their 
best juveniles, before April of each year after 1916. 

Capt. E. B. Cassatt was jubilant after his sug- 
gestion had lieen adopted. “1 am looking for im- 
provement in the breeding of horses in this 
country,” said he. “and I am willing to spend 
time and money to assist in producing the best 
horses in the world. I firmly believe this new 
addition to the rules will bring about good results. 
I sincerely hope so anyhow. One thing is positive 
it cannot do harm.” 

THINKS RULEXAKERS ARE ON WRONG TACK. 

A new rule relative to the bidding up of selling 
race winners will be put into effect at the Fair 
Grounds, beginning with the opening of the racing 
season, says a New Orleans correspondent. Instead 
of offering the winner by auction immediately after 
the raee. sealed bids, accompanied by the amount 
bid. will lie taken by the clerk of the scales until 
fifteen minutes after the finish of the race. In the 
event of a bid being made, the owner will he noti- 
fied of the amount bid and he will have the privi- 
lege of advancing it by $5 to retain his horse. This 
change in the old procedure, like most other sug- 
gested amendments, seems to be based on the princi- 
ple that the bidder does not want to buy the horse. 
He is to be allowed only one bid, and whatever that 
is the owner can top it by five dollars and the case 
is closed. The present rules in Canada at least 
furnish ample protection against the bidder who 
preys on the owners of winners. If any further 
protection is needed it is against the class of owners 
who enter their liorses too cheaply in such raws 
All the ingenuity of the makers of new rules seem* 
to be directed away from the general interest, 
whereas it is only the general interest that should 
prevail. — Francis Nelson in Toronto Glolie. 

DWY ER ACCEPTS TIA JUANA APPOINTMENT. 

San Diego. Cal., December 10. — Dick Dwyer, who 
for years has officiated as starter on various race 
tracks throughout tlie country, particularly in Ken- 
tucky and the east, has lieen named racing secre- 
tary' and handicappcr of the new Tia Juana ra<e 
track. Mr. Dwyer, who now is in San Francisco, 
lias wired his acceptance of a generous offer to join 
the official staff at the new plant, which positively 
will o|ien New Year’s Day.

Other officials named are S. J. Rothert. formerly 
connected with tlie livestiK*k department of the San 
Francisco Ex|Mwdtion, and. until racing was closed 
down, an officer of both tin* IH*nver and Reno racing 
associations. Rothert will act as clerk of scales 
and entry clerk: Roliert Iieighton. polo player and 
turfman of Vancouver, B. C., will fill the duties 
of paddock and patrol judge. 

ASKS CONTROL OF EMPIRE CITY TRACK. 

John F. Brennan, representing James Butler, 
owner of the Empire City ra«e track, made a motion 
Wednesday for possession of the Empire City race 
course, which was awarded to the Empire City As- 
sociation hy a verdict of a jurv in the Supremo 
Court, which decided that the National Fair and 
Exposition Association had broken its lease. Lee 
I*. Ihivis. appearing for the National directors, 
opposed the motion and asked for a stay of execu- 
tion for thirty days, as he said tlie defendants 
intended to uppeal from the ejectment verdict to 
tin* Appellate Division. Justice Morschauser di- 
rected that briefs he submitted. 

It is believed that a receiver will be appointed 
to take jxissession of the track pending the de- 
termination of an appeal and this will enable the 
Empire City Racing Association to have running 
races next year.

(Third Article) 

Some curious circumstances occurred in 1845, 
when Mr. Grntwirke’s Merry Monarch, scarcely 
named in the quotations, scored a fluky win through 
several of the most prominent competitors coming 
to grief before or in the race. Tin* two favorites. 
Alarm and The Libel, savaged each other at the 
post, the former unsea tiug his jockey, breaking 
away, and falling over the chains, the other being 
also injured. Then Frank Butler on Pain eame 
down in the race, and threw out two of Jobu 
Day’s, one of whieli. however. Old England, man- 
aged to scramble home third, the eliapler of acci- 
dents ending in the victory of the despised outsider. 

The race of 1K40 is noticeable for its being the 
first in which time was taken, the record being 
2:55, and the performers Mr. Gully’s Pyrrhus the 
First and Sam Day, who were followed home by 
the subsequent St. Leger hero. Sir Tatton Sykes, 
the second Derby rutiner-up that afterwards earned 
such distinction, his predecessor in the same hon- 
ors having been Lord Westminster’s Launcelot — like 
Sir Tatton Sykes, another Whitehall crack. In this 
year. too. the owner of the Derby winner, Mr. Gully, 
landed the double event at Epsom, as lie also won 
the Oaks with Mendicant, afterwards so well known 
in connection with Sir Joseph Hawley’s stud, and 
as the dam of Beadsman, etc.. Sain Day rode both 
winners — a rare slice of luck for a jockey up to 
that date, though in the next two years Sim Teui- 
plemau eclipsed it by riding ill two successive 
years liotli Derby and Oaks winners, viz., Cossack 
and Miami in 1S47. and Surplice and Cymba in 
1848, all for different owners. 

Rife with memories is this last Derby, for the 
winner (another of Touchstone’s sons) * was bred 
by Lord George Bentiuck, who, with all his long 
devotion to and princely patronage of the sport., 
had never succeeded in winning a Derby, with such 
as him, of course, an object of ]>articular ambition, 
ami who now had the chagrin to see the coup effected 
with one of his own horses by a young nobleman. 
Lvd Clifdcn, quite in his turf novitiate — liis second 
season, in fact. Fortune has dealt many hard 
knocks, as we all know, to one and another of tlid 
votaries of the turf, but few so replete with bit- 
terness as this experience of one of the finest 
sportsmen of the age. who, however, was spared a 
still unkindcr cut, since before Surplice had added 
the St. Leger to his laurels the earth had closed 
over his brilliant but unfortunate first master. 

In Surplice’s year an alteration was made in the 
Derby course, the starting mist being moved higher 
up. reducing the long, toilsome ascent of three- 
quarters of a mile lief ore Tattenham Corner, and 
as “Tlie Druid” remarks “It is somewhat remark- 
able that Templeinan should have won the last 
Derby and Oaks on Cossack and Miami over it, and 
opened the new era with another double benefit on 
Surplice and Cymba.” With the mention that this 
year the race for the first time obtained over 200 
subscribers, ami that Surplice was the first horse 
since Champion in 1800 that succeeded in breaking 
the sjieli of ill-luck that had attended the Derby 
winners at Doncaster in securing the double event, 
we come next to his two rivals in the same dis- 
tinction — Lord Eglinton’s Flying Dutchman, the hero 
of 1849. and Lord Zetland's Voltigeur, his successor, 
than which few public horses were better known 
to tlie past generation of sportsmen. 

They spoke with pride of ‘‘The Dutchman’s 
year.” aud the tremendous finish between Bay 
Middleton’s striding son aud the light-footed Hot- 
spur, who, skimming like a swallow over the heavy 
ground, held the bearer of the Montgomerie tartan 
jacket almost to the last few strides, when Marlow, 
with the rarest patience and judgement, snatched 
the race on the post by a half length, and almost 
remarkably illustrated his own favorite saying, that 
“a race is never won till you’re past the post.” 
It was a tight fit. indeed, as Marlow himself said 
when all was over. The second was a half-brini, 
which had the previous week at Batli run Pyr- 
rhus to a half 1'iigth. ami over which Davis, a 
leviatliian bookmaker, stood to win a huge sum. 
This was the most valuable Derby run for up to 
that time, the stakes amounting to $31,875. 

A memorable and itopiilnr triumph was that of 
the Zetland “spots” and Voltigeur in 1N59, scarcely 
expected though it was at least by South-Country 
s|»ort sinen. for the starter at 16 to 1 . and a few 
days before the race stood at 30’s, what time the 
confidence of bis stable and partisans was mi- 
bouncinl, and the spirit with which he was sup- 
ported by the tenantry aud household of Aske 
something quite stiluiulating to read of. Scarcely 
in the palmiest days of Whitehall and The Whizanl 
did Yorkshire send so popular a champion to Ep- 
som, ami rarely was triumph more complete or 
more enthusiastically received as that of the gal- 
lant Mack, whose subsequent rivaly with his im- 
mediate predecessors in Epsom ami Doncaster hon- 
ors stand out to this day landmarks, so to speak, 
of turf history, but belong only collaterally to that 
of the race before us. 

A worthy successor to the Aske hero, though un- 
credited like him with dual simrtsman in the South 
as Lord Zetland in the north, was in 1851 winner 
Sir Joseph Hawley’s Teddingtou, on which Job 
Marson. like Templeinan before him, and Frank 
Butler in the two following years, achieved a second 
successive victory, a feat previously accomplished 
only by Bill Scott once and twice by Robinson. 
The feature of Teddington’s year was the largest 
field that up to date had faced the starter for the 
race, the number ( 33 ) having beat only once ex- 
ceeded when in Caractacus’ Derby thirty-four went 
to the i*»st. ami only approached by Cossack’s field, 
which numlicrcd thirty-two. 

A genuine surprise was witnessed on the Downs 
at E{nsoui in 1852. when the sturdy little Daniel 
O’Rourke scudded home through the wet and slush 
a 50 to 1 chance, securing for the Streatlam squire 
liis third Derby, and foreshadowing the fame of his 
successor, the miglitj’ West Australian, first bearer 
of the triple glories of Newmarket, Epsom and Don- 
caster, and the last hero of the famous ‘‘black and 
gold” in the classic rac *s. On his last appearance 
iijkhi his native soil, a passing word may be be- 
stowed. This was in the sale ring at Griinston, 
where he and his predecessor in St. Leger honors. 
Stockwell, were sold, and when spirited speculation 
went on among liis local admirers as to which won hi 
fetch the most money, this distinction being 
achieved by the future “emperor of the stud, while, 
sorer mortification still for the worshipper of “the 
West.’’^ he not only realised a thousand or so less 
than his rival, but was secured by a foreign pur- 
chaser. Yorkshire was grievously exercised in its 
mind when the idol was led away w T ith the Count 
de Moray’s string; but. looking at this day into 
the stud books at home and abroad, l lie country 
at large— and even Yorkshire, we should thime. 
would admit it — lias reason to be devoutly thankful 
with the result of tiial day’s sale, which preserved 
to our own soil the flower of our own stud. 

Passing onwards, we find little of permanent in- 
terest attaching to Andover’s Derby of 1854. save 
that the winner was a fine-topped horse and a goo.I 
goer, but was light in his back ribs, and developed 
a tendency to roaring. He was the second winn *r 
owned by the famous amateur “pug.” Mr. Gully, 
who again threw in for a double event, having this 
vear won tin* Two Thousand Guineas with The Her- 
mit which here finished third. King Tom was the 
horse which split the pair, and but for falling lame 
a week or so before the race might probably have 
won. As it was. lie was undoubtedly a better 
horse than either, as liis stud services amply attest. 

A far more notable and interesting performer 
was the 1855 winner. Wild Dayrell. whose ante 
cedents were almost unique for a Derby candidate. 
He was lir«*d by a private gentleman at a quiet 
country house, trained by a private trainer and stud 
groom, partly in Jiis owner’s park and partly in 
equally secluded grounds on Lord Craven’s estate 
at Ashdown, and. until a few months before the 
Derby, had scarcely measured speed with a real 
race horse. More than this, lie had actually be ;n 
sold as a yearling by his breeder, Mr Poplmin. 
who had never run a horse at any meeting and had 
no ambition of tempting fortune on the turf. His 
purchaser. Lord II. Lennox, upon trying (him. 
became disenchanted of him ami sent him up to 

: Tattersall’s where liis breeder and late owner for- 
tuitously tsuight him back for half the sum i » 

• had sold* him for and not a word about “contin- 

gencies.” He was then put into training at his 
owner’s place, but for al| the privacy attending it. 
the colt could not be kept in obscurity, nor his 
merits remain hidden from the world; 'and when 

seen at Epsom, his grand looks and commanding 
size and substance, added to bis private reputation, 
made him start a lmtter favorite than the Two 
Thousand Guineas winner. Lord of the Isles, whie l. 
like his predecessor, had to put up with third 
place. The winner finished so full of the desire to 
run as to gallop right into the paddock hedge 
before he could Ik* pulled lip. and this, eoupl *T 

with the hard state of the ground, may have le I 

• to his breakdown at Doncaster i n the race for the 

Cup. and liis retirement from the turf without 

achieving anv additional distinction. At the stud 
he was fairly useful and left two excellent rep- 
resentatives in The Rake and Wild Oats.
